Recommendation for Use of Hepatitis A Vaccine for

Post-Exposure Prophylaxis:

® Persons who recently have been exposed to hepatitis A virus
and who previously have not received hepatitis A vaccine
should be administered a single dose of single antigen vaccine
or immune globulin (IG) (0.02 mL/kg) as soon as possible.

¢ Decisions to use vaccine or IG should be based on patient
characteristics associated with more severe manifestations of
hepatitis A, including age and chronic liver disease.

Selected Special Categories:

¢ |G should be used in healthy persons younger than 12 months
of age, immunocompromised persons, persons who have been
diagnosed with chronic liver disease and persons for whom
vaccine is contraindicated.
